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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed Jul. 16, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument respect to claims 1 , 6, and 12-16 that the 
reference fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "displaying data other than that which has 
been selected. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Rossman's reference discloses a 
cellular telephone 100 to access server computer 121 on XYZ corporate wide area 
network 120. In response to the access by the user, server computer 121 transmits a 
card deck to cellular telephonel 00 over data capable cellular telephone network 110 
(see fig. 1, element 100, 110, 121 and its description) and a card deck includes one or 
more cards, and each card is interpreted by the client module to generate a user 
interface screen. When the user presses a predetermined key, or key sequence, the 
client process in cellular telephone 100 interprets the next card in the card deck, i.e., the 
choice card, and in turn generates a menu (see fig.2B, 105, and 201 as another card). 
Therefore the previous final rejection is proper. 

Regarding claim 2, that the Rossmann's reference fails to disclose or suggest 
displaying the data in a predetermined order, Examiner respectfully disagrees, in 
Rossmann's reference "the data received from the client module, in form of "cards" can 
be displayed by user in any order selected by the user". Therefore, it is inherent that the 
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user can select in any order of cards meaning as predetermined order selected by the 
user. 

Regarding claims 4, 8, that the Rossmann's reference fails displayed for a 
predetermined period of time. Examiner respectfully disagrees, in Rossmann's 
reference has disclose displayed for a predetermined period of time (see col.48, line 31- 
col.49, line 36). However, displaying the image for a predetermined time is well known 
in the art. 

Regarding claims 6, 13, and 16, that the Rossmann's reference fails to disclose 
or suggest "transferring second data from a second source" Examiner respectfully 
disagrees in Rossmann's reference the cellular telephone 100 to access server 
computer 121 and 130 as second source on XYZ corporate wide area network 120 
(see fig. 1, element 100, 121, 131 and its description). 

For reasons represented above the previous final rejection remains.
